DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Actor Jerry O’Connell was seen struggling 
to get a surfboard free of the closing doors 
at our Ditch Plains platform last Friday 
afternoon. Tennis great John McEnroe was 
arguing with singer Patti Smith on a subway 
on Wednesday afternoon going from Sag Harbor 
to Bridgehampton. 


LEAK 

Water leaks in the subway tunnel walls have 
become a more frequent problem on our system 
as the sea levels rise. Two weeks ago, one of our 
employees—former Employee of the Month 
Gladys Hifferhoffer—came up with the idea of 
hooking a garden hose up between two adjacent 
subway wall leaks so the water winds up back in 
the wall of the other leak. We also recently did it 
with a long hose on two leaks on opposite walls 
facing each other. The hose went up the wall on 
each side and across the tunnel ceiling. All leaks 
plugged using this method have remained dry 
to date. The bottoms of toilet plungers are used 
as suction cups to keep the hoses attached. 
We’ve patented this method and have begun 
marketing it to other subway systems. 


PASTEL COLORS 

Beginning October 1, all our subway cars will 
be repainted on the outside with bright pastel 
colors, all different one from the other (there 
are only 36 subway cars, after all). As the 
subway cars are unhooked from the trains 
when they come in for cleaning every night and 
then re-hooked up randomly in the morning to 
make new trains, the effect will be the constant 
re-presenting trains in different colors every 
day. This idea was from the brilliant mind of 
celebrated performance artist José Zip, who 
won the art contest this summer for most 
interesting idea for Hamptons Subway. Riders 
are encouraged to write their thoughts on pads 
as they use these differently colored subway 
trains during October. Maybe there is a hidden 
meaning to all this. None of us have a clue. The 
exhibit ends on November 1 when all the trains 
will be re-painted as before. 


ON TIME 

All subway trains during August were ON TIME, 
setting a new record for the Hamptons Subway 
system. Since trains appear at six-minute 
intervals, we only considered trains LATE when 
the interval between them exceeded 20 minutes. 
Seemed fair. 


GENTLER ESCALATORS 
At the request of the Pure Food and Drug 
Act, Hamptons Subway is installing a third 


escalator at all our stops. The earlier two 
are up and down, as you know. The new 
escalator is a down escalator that is slower 
moving. It is for those who are afraid of 
heights, not in a hurry, elderly, suffering 
from vertigo, disabled, carrying heavy

I: 1966, I bought this little red convertible 
sports car that I saw parked in front of a 
bar in Hampton Bays with a FOR SALE sign 
on it. | was 25 years old at the time. After I 
bought it, the bar owner who sold it to me for 
$800—it was a used car—told me it came with 
a removable hardtop. He went back into his bar 
and came back, lugging it. It was four-feet long, 
wobbly and plastic. We set it atop the cockpit, 
wrestled the big latches down onto the top of 
the windshield in the front and to the top of the 
trunk in the back. 
 Idrove off, heading east back to East Hampton. 
Frankly, | thought the top looked dumb. In the 
trunk was a canvas top, after all. 

In between Bridgehampton and East Hampton, 
I hit a pothole and the top simply leaped up off 
the car and started tobogganing upside-down 
along the road, sliding between the oncoming 
cars but, as chance would have it, not hitting 


any, to finally slide to a stop on the road’s” 


grassy shoulder. I put it back on the car and 
drove it home carefully, one hand holding 
it in place, the other driving slowly to avoid 
potholes. Today, 50 years later, the top sits

up in the rafters of my garage. This bright red 
1959 Triumph TR-3 sits below. 

Here are some things that have happened 
with the TR-3 over the years. 

Four years after I bought it, I got married, gave 
her the car, and started a family. My wife, once 
pregnant, understandably didn’t like driving 
around in the TR-3 unless | put a roll bar and 
seat belts into it. Of course, I put them in. Later, 
after we were divorced and I bought my car 
back, I took the roll bar and seat belts back out. 

This is why women live longer than men. 

For a long time, some years later, | lived 
with a woman who had a unique way of ending 
arguments. She’d get to a certain point, stop, 
then run out of the house, jump in her car and 
drive off. She’d be gone for two days. Never said 
where she went. The idea of her being gone for 
two days, no explanations asked for and none 
given when she returned, was that by this time 
we both had gotten over things, missed each 
other and so were happy to get together again. 
And that was true. 

But this hobby, or whatever it was, was so 
scary that one day when I saw the behavior 
coming, I decided not to let her go.

owned a new black hatchback Chevette, which 
was parked outside, and so when she stormed 
out the front door and slammed the front door 
to get in this little car, I ran after her. But she 
was already racing the engine and heading 
down the driveway. | hopped in the TR-3. 

“Pll pull you over!” I shouted at her. 

And so, like racers coming out of the pit 
area, we were off, her in the lead, me following 
and trying to come alongside. We blasted 
through downtown East Hampton at 70 miles 
an hour, off through downtown Bridgehampton, 
then 6 miles later off to County Road 39 at 
Southampton, and she had beaten off all efforts 
to get to her. 

Past Shinnecock, she hit the Sunrise ahead of 
me and pulled a little bit away, then I hit it and 
though there was a little more space between 
us, we continued on into the night. She went 
faster. | went faster. This is a superhighway. 

She was up to 75, I was up to 75. She was up 
to 80, I was up to 80. I was thinking, how am I 
going to pull her over when I catch her? We'll be 
going too fast.

we'll have a lovey-dovey reunion of laughter 
and tears. 

But that was not what happened. As we 
passed the Quogue exit, | was now wondering 
if my old TR-3 could beat her Chevette. A 
Chevette has a small engine. She shouldn’t be 
able to go much faster. 

I then looked at my speedometer. The needle 
was now Shivering at 88, holding steady, and 
that was it. My girlfriend got smaller and 
smaller and smaller until she disappeared into 
the darkness. 

Well, I tried. And as I hobbled home at 55, I 
got to thinking. This was in 1979. The TR-3 was 
now nearly 20 years old. So it was okay. 

The girlfriend returned, of course, in 
two days. 

The following year, the driver’s seat broke. It 
happened when | got in it. The driver’s seatback 
simply groaned and fell backwards into the 
narrow backseat bench behind. It had become a 
recliner. Obviously I could not drive it that way. 

I scouted around the garage and found two old 
nautical seat cushions with not much floatation 
power in them anymore, but still good for 
something. So I lifted the seatback to its proper 
position and wedged them in between the 
seatback and the rear bench. It was fine. And 
you hardly noticed them. 

A week later, I drove the TR-3 over to J.J. 
Johnson’s Body Shop and Junkyard. J.J. was a 
tall, lean black man with a can-do attitude, and 
if anybody could fix the seats it would be him. 
Maybe he could put a metal brace in there. J.J. 
bent his long, lean frame down to the bottom of 


the driver’s seat and used a knife to make a hole 
in the seat cover to have a look. 

“Guess what’s in here?” he asked. — 

“What?” 

“Horsehair,” he said. “And now we come to 
the main bracing. Yup. It’s steel.” He was a 
surgeon describing his operation. “And it’s just 
all rusted out. Crumbled to dust.” 

He stood up. “You'll need a new seat,” he 
said. “Nothing I can do. But if you’re not picky, 
I’ve got two seats to a Thunderbird that could 
fit in there.” 

The very thought of this sent a shudder 
through me. No Thunderbird seats would ever 
be allowed into my beautiful TR-3. 

“Another idea,” J.J. said, “is to buy a parts car. 
Lots of people with these old sports cars buy an 
old beat-up second car for its parts. You should 
have a parts car. You can buy them cheap.” 


I thought about how I could get one. I’d put an- 


ad in the paper. 

“You get a parts car, I'll take out the seats and 
put ’em in here,” J.J. said. “Meanwhile, Ill call 
some of the other ‘junkies’ and see if anybody 
has one. If I find one, [ll call.” 

But he never did call. 

Two weeks later, I drove out through 
Amagansett and down the hill into Napeague 
to the home of a man who wanted to sell 
his junk TR-3. The house was an A-frame, 
with a roof that came all the way down to the 
ground on both sides. A garage was attached. 
I knocked. 

A small man answered the door. He didn’t 
open it all the way: 


“Just go over to the garage there,” he said, 
indicating it. “ll meet you there, open it from 
the inside.” 

“Okay.” 

A few minutes later the garage door opened 
upwards and there it was, a TR-3 just like 
mine, but yellow. Every piece of glass on it 
was smashed, the headlamps, the turn lights, 
the windshield, the dashboard gauges, the 
rear lights. Looked like whoever did it used a 
tire iron. 

“What happened?” I asked. 

“My wife,” he said. “We had a fight.” 

“What kind of shape is it in? Other than 
the glass.” 

“Runs good.” 

“Seats good?” 

“No problem.” 

“How much you want?” 

“Just want to get it out of here. $300 and it’s 
yours. Just take it away.” 

“I could be back here tomorrow with a friend 
and a rope.” 

The man looked fearfully this way and that. 
“Well, come in the afternoon,” he said. “She 
won't be here tomorrow afternoon.” 

This faded yellow TR-3 sat in my backyard for 
six months. To protect it from rain, | went out 
and bought a boat tarp to throw over it. I had 
my two seats now. So that solves that problem.

Cross Your Fingers 


Looks Like Sag Harbor Will Get the Waterfront Park It Hopes For

ack in July, the local people of Sag Harbor 

held a fundraiser out on Long Wharf 
hoping to stop developers from putting a gated 
condominium community onto waterfront 
property the developers owned behind the 
7-Eleven. The money raised would be given 
to the Village to give to the developers. 
They raised the astonishing sum of $131,025. 
This is for 2.33 acres of waterfront in the 
center of downtown. They’d hold 50 such 
fundraisers if necessary, some said. That’s 
how much the townspeople wanted to stop 
this project. 

The Village government is in touch with the 
townspeople. They let the developers know 
that there would be other hurdles to overcome 
to make a 2.33 acre gated community there. 
Indeed, the Village government has discussed 
plans to seize this property by eminent domain, 
valued at whatever an appraiser declared it to 
be worth. It might take years. 

The property, in roughly a triangle shape, is 
bordered on the east side by the Lance Corporal 


Jordan Haerter Veterans Memorial Bridge, 
which already has a small public beachfront 
park—an apron of beach and grass about 
20 feet wide and 150 feet long, running along 
the east side of the bridge ramp. The 2.33-acre 
parcel is currently occupied by four abandoned 
buildings, lots of foliage, brambles, stickers, 
briars and a beat-up abandoned road. Tear all 
that out. Make it a park, open it up, and there 
you will have a beach facing out to the inner 
harbor, where, late in the day, the sun sets. You 
could spend a morning sitting on a park bench 
by the beach on the east side of the bridge. You 
could stroll under the bridge and sunbathe on 
the west side on the arc of the beach in a more 
secluded spot. Meanwhile, as viewed from Long 
Wharf, this new park, now on both sides of the 
bridge ramp, would spread out in a panoramic 
waterfront view that would be a sensational 
new amenity for visitors downtown. 

The village trustees have been huddling 
with representatives from Greystone Property 
Development Corp. for a number of months, and 
two weeks ago, the developers and the village 
announced they believed they had found a way 


to make a win-win situation out of this. The new 
plan was presented by architect Gary Brewer, 
a partner at Robert A.M. Stern Architects, 
at a rare assemblage of four village boards 
and committees—Planning, Zoning, Harbor and 
Historic Preservation—at Village Hall. 

I think most people looked at this meeting 
skeptically. Perhaps the proposal would be 
to divide up the land. We’d get a small park. 
They’d get a building on a smaller lot. It might 
fly. It might not. 

Instead, the developers proposed something 
completely unique and absolutely sensational, 
in my view. The Village would get the whole 
park. The developers would get their proposed 
building waterfront but it would not impinge 
on the park. In fact, ALMOST ALL OF IT 
WOULD NOT EVEN overlook the park. An 
understanding of.» the site model 
they brought to this meeting shows how this 
magic was done. 

One of the four roads that branch off from 
the base of Long Wharf is West Water Street. 
Go down it a hundred yards or so and on 
your left is the post office, (Cont'd on next page)

and across from it and a little further down, 
between the Beacon Restaurant and the old 
Library Annex, is an abandoned three-story 
building originally constructed as a waterfront 
15-unit motel. Built around 1985, it failed as 
a motel after 10 years, then was 
remodeled and made into a 1-800-LAWYERS 
building. It’s a pretty building with a clock 
tower cupola on the top. But it’s been for sale 
with no buyers for many years. Nobody knows 
what to do with it. 

The developers of 2 West Water Street, which 
is what they call their plan at the arc of 
the beach here, do know what to do with it. 
They propose to tear 1-800-LAWYERS down. 
In its place they'll build a new three-story 
main building roughly the same height and 
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of your house from 99.9% of UV rays.

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length as the old building, but a bit thicker. 
The project would also include a smaller 
two-story building, and the entire complex 
would have 13 luxury condominium units. 
The front, if approved, would face out to 
West Water Street. The back of it would face a 
lawn, a small beach and the harbor. Each unit 
would have a porch to overlook the water. 
There’d be an underground garage for 14 cars 
below. And a new dock for the condominium 
owners’ boats. In other words, their main 
new building would simply replace a building 
already there. 

And what else? 

That’s IT! 

All the rest of the property would be deeded 
to the Village for the entire hoped-for park of 
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gardens, walkways and that wonderful arc of 
beach that’s always been there hidden away. 
There would be access to it not only by walking 
under the bridge but also from West Water 
Street itself. It would be a magnificent new John ~ 
Steinbeck Memorial Park.

It’s a long way from the cup to the lip, though. 

And I hope that 
instead of giving these developers a tough time— 
discussion of low-income housing donations, 
height requirements, inviting access to their 
little beach, etc. etc.—they give the developers 
a medal. This will make a breathtaking finale to 
all of downtown Sag Harbor.

The history of this. particular parcel is 
rather remarkable. During the last 50 years, 
when Sag Harbor blossomed into a wonderful 
21st century former whaling village, with high 
regard for history, yachting, architecture and 
tourism, this piece of property was a sort 
of no man’s land of flies and sticker bushes 
and woods. It was known there were different 
parcels in there with different owners who 
couldn’t agree on how to get their act together. 
This complicated situation seemed as if it might 
go on forever. : 

But then, about 10 years’ ago, 
landscape architect Ed Hollander took a walk 
down the small park on the east side of the 
bridge, he told me, and when he reached 
the spot where the bridge leaped up and over 
the water from the Sag Harbor side toward 
North Haven, he realized that if you wanted to, 
you could turn left and walk under the bridge 
and see what was there from the water side. He 
did that. 

He found, and’ others after him found 
in that. tangled landscape an overgrown 
road, an abandoned ferry building, a 
broken-down wooden dock and the arc of a 
lovely beach looking out at the sunset. The 
overgrown road turned out to have been 
the end of Route 114, separate from the 
present 114 that continues now over the 


bridge, ending at where a ferryboat would take 


passengers and freight across the inlet from 
Sag Harbor to North Haven. This was before 
they built the bridge. 

About the same time, the owners of 
the various parcels figured out how to 
create a development plan on these 2.33 
acres to make it a gated condominium 
complex. When the plans were presented 
to the Village authorities a few years ago for 
their approval, in print and on the internet, 
all hell broke loose. Hollander was asked by 
the Village to design a park on the site— 
with an access by walking along the beach on | 
the other side and under the bridge—and he 
did that. And that is how we have gotten from 
then until now.

It’s Not Quite Here Yet, But Scientists Are Working on It

here’s been a lot of news from scientists 
about our universe recently. About a month 
ago, they announced the discovery of another 
“Goldilocks” planet, where life as we know it 
could thrive. Thirty years ago we didn’t think 
any planet similar to ours was out there. There 
was big excitement when they found the first. 
Nowthey’ve found hundreds. And a month ago 
they found the closest one yet to Earth. It’s 
been right under our nose, one scientist said, 
although he was speaking in light-year terms. 
Also in the news this: past month was the 
explosion of a SpaceX rocket on a launch pad 
in Florida. Nobody was in it at the time. But it 
was a setback for Eton Musk, CEO of SpaceX and 
Tesla Motors, who vows the explosion won’t set 
his rocket ship to Mars plan back and he’!I press 
on until he can get a manned mission to Mars by 
2025. Richard Branson of Virgin Galactic also has 
a rocket ship project aimed at colonizing Mars, 
possibly even earlier than the SpaceX project. 
Meanwhile, scientists at NASA, using the 
Wide-field Infrared Survey Explorer, a strong 
space telescope, have been able to see a black 
hole swallowing up a star way out there. It 
produced lightning-like flares and, as one of 
the reports says, a “cosmic burp.” The energy 
released, including X-ray and ultraviolet light, 
destroyed everything between itself and a dust 
shell surrounding it. 


“It’s as though the black hole has cleaned 
its room by throwing flames,” said Sjoert 
van Velzen, a postdoctoral fellow at Johns 
Hopkins University. 

The news that was the most fascinating to me, 
however, was of a successful study done by MIT 
scientists where they made something happen 
in Chicago that simultaneously happened in 
Soudan, Minnesota. It was extraordinary. It 
was not “transmitted.” It was not something 
at the speed of sound that got there. It was 
not something at the speed of light that got 
there. It happened at exactly the SAME TIME, 
without anybody wanting it to—except that they 
predicted it would happen, and it did. 

People have been talking about time travel 
for a hundred years or more, as you know. 
Back in the 1930s, scientists observed that if 
you had two neutrinos—very small particles 
in a lab—side by side and they were close 
enough to become entangled, they would react 
to each other. For example, if one neutrino were 
circling around clockwise, the other would be 
found to be circling counterclockwise, to. make 
the sum of the circle zero. This was according 
to the principles of quantum physics. It was 
then observed, however, that if you changed 
direction of one, then the other would change. 
But what got really interesting was that after 
being separated—disentangled, so to speak—if 
you changed the direction of one, the other

there was no way for the second to know about 
what was happening to the first. Also, the change 
happened too fast to be measured. 

Einstein, at Princeton at that time, was never 
a fan of quantum physics. He had developed his 
own worldview of physics years before. This 
“communication,” Einstein said, was predictable 
mathematically if you used quantum physics, 
but since it couldn’t actually happen, it wasn’t 
happening. It was some sort of error. He called 
it “spooky action at a distance” and predicted 
they would find something they overlooked in 
the experiment. But they never did. 

Further experiments—somedone at _ the 
Brookhaven National Lab—kept reconfirming the 
results. Last year, this effect was demonstrated 
when one neutron was placed at one end of 
the Delft University of Technology campus in 
Holland, and, when it was messed with, changed 
how another neutron behaved on the other side 
of campus, 1.3 kilometers away. Simultaneously. 

Now with this latest MIT experiment, the 
change was demonstrated between a lab at the 
University of Chicago and another in Northern 
Minnesota. Scientists now say they can prove 
“spooky action at a distance” can happen 
between two objects at opposite ends of the 
known universe. And they intend to have it done 
by next year.

he much vaunted and _ ultra-challenging 

Bridgehampton Race Circuit ran its last 
laps back in 1998, but dozens of lucky drivers 
are still racing the track teday—and it’s all 
made possible thanks to computers and a group 
of hardcore simulation racing enthusiasts. 

Using old video footage, track maps, satellite 
pictures, surveyor reports and anything else 
that can inform the build—“whatever they can 
get their hands on”’—these race fans spend 
hundreds of hours recreating classic tracks, 
including the Bridgehampton Race Circuit, for 
virtual races that are as close to the real thing 
as possible. 

“We have an active historic sim racing group 
here that runs everything from ’50s to ’80s 
machines, often on period tracks,” explains 
Jim Elmore, an administrator of Champion 
Motorsports (cmsracing.com), an _ online 
simulated racing community, who has been 
involved in simulated racing since 2000. “The 
graphics have just gotten better year over 
year,” he says. “The simulations are now very 
close to photorealistic and they’re rendered 
on computers that are not that expensive or 
inaccessible to the general public.” 

Elmore isn’t exaggerating. Various videos of 
simulated runs around the Bridgehampton Race 
Circuit line up beautifully with, for example, an 
actual video shot from the hood of Daniel F. 
Stanfill II's Austen Healey race car at the track’s 
1957 inaugural run. The foliage is the same, the

turns and elevation changes are identical, the 
structures are all there, including the famous 
Chevron Bridge with the word “Bridgehampton” 
across it—even the tire marks and blemishes 
on the road are faithfully recreated. 

“They really want to make it as close to reality 
as possible,” Elmore says of the designers, 
noting that weather, tire wear and many other 
real variables affect the way each track drives. 
A resident of Irving, Texas, he never drove the

Bridgehampton Race Circuit when it was open, 
but Elmore has enjoyed the simulated version 
several times. 

“I remember it pretty well,” he says, noting 
that he raced a Ford GT40 V8 vs. the lighter 
Porsche 906 in one race, and “perfectly suited” 
Formula 1 cars in another. “Bridgehampton was 
one that definitely favored the nimble,” he says, 
pointing out that the Porsche beat the heavier

hat do Richard Petty, Mario Andretti, 
W Paul Newman and cartoonist Charles 

Addams have in common? We all know 
that two of them were professional racecar 
drivers, but they’ve all had a taste of racing cars 
in Bridgehampton. (You have to read this whole 
article to find out what hot cars they drove!) 

Between 1915 and 1921 sporting drivers 
raced the dirt roads of Bridgehampton. From 
1949 until 1953, crowds of up to 50,000 people 
came to watch cars race at speeds of up 
to 100 mph on public roads. When New 
York State outlawed street racing in 1953, 
the Bridgehampton Lions Club and racing 
supporters established the Bridgehampton 
Race Circuit. One of America’s first closed 
tracks—and one of its most challenging—the 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit, aka “The Bridge,” 
opened in 1957. The Race Circuit closed for 
good in 1998 and the property was developed 
into a beautiful golf club, also called The Bridge, 
which opened in 2002. Remnants of the track 
are still visible. 

“Bridgehampton is the only hamlet on the East 
End that can claim this significance—its unique 
racing history. The track itself is another special 
entity. People on the street today have no idea,” 
asserts Julie Greene, Collections Manager of the 
Bridgehampton Museum. 

Greene looks forward to the Museum’s 
Bridgehampton Road Rally every year. As she 
says, “people learn history without realizing it.” 

The Museum began holding its annual Rally 
to bring Bridgehampton’s rich racing history to 
life in 1993. Since 2012 Greene has been actively 
involved in the planning of the Rally. “I’m not 
a car person and | find this whole event so 
enjoyable—especially bringing out all the cars 
from the past and seeing them all on the lawn. 
It’s a lot of fun!” 

When reached for an interview, Greene had 
just returned from driving a practice run of this 
year’s route to work out any kinks. The exact 
path is top secret until Rally day, Saturday, 
October 1, when competitors in pre-1970 
vehicles set out on this 60-mile jaunt. When 
asked what she is allowed to divulge about 


this year’s Rally route, Greene said, “I’m sworn 
to secrecy about the details but I can share 
that this year’s Rally is not in Southampton— 
we're going east!” Last year’s Rally celebrated 
Southampton’s 375th anniversary with its 
route and the attendant trivia questions. In 
previous years trivia questions mimicked the 
annual exhibition inside the museum. So there 
were golf-related questions to be answered 
by visiting the different golf courses along 
the route, with an exhibit on the sport. There 
were questions that could only be answered by 
visiting local farm stands when the exhibit was 
about farming. 

Greene says, “I enjoy working it out. This 
year a lot of the stops will be ‘drive-bys,’ so 
navigators have to be on their toes.” In other 
words, the answers may fly by! 

Each car is manned by a driver who 
is assisted by his or her official navigator. 
This is not a speed race. Teams compete to 
arrive at stops and the finish line at preset times. 
Stops or drive-bys are sprinkled throughout the 
Rally route and these contain answers to a 
set of trivia questions that are distributed at 
the start. 

Greene notes that “years ago we never had to 
contend with people Googling trivia answers on 
their cell phones. Check your spellings or you 
could be disqualified!” In other words, the trivia 
judges know what the internet says and they 
prefer that you give the right answer! 

Teams also try their hand with Lady Luck 
herself by collecting four playing cards along 
the route—the winner is determined at the end 
of the race when the fifth cards are given out. 
After all the cars are in, the team with the best 
poker hand wins a special prize. 

When asked what is new and different about 
this year’s event, Greene asserts, “I’m most 
excited about our new partnership with Dan’s 
Papers. This year Dan’s Papers is putting 
up a big tent, which is great—though we’re 
expecting good weather—and they’re offering 
a whole slate of entertainment. The tent and 
all the news coverage add gravitas to this truly 
historic event. Plus they’ve added the Tour

d’Hamptons, which is a shorter drive, lasting 
about 40 minutes, concurrent with the Rally but 
open to all cars of interest.” 

Throughout this year’s Saturday event, a 
collection of photographs of the Bridgehampton 
Race Circuit on loan from The Bridge and 
curated by Greene will be on display inside 
the museum and under the tent. Other 
components of this year’s exhibition include 
old programs and photos of cars borrowed 
from private collections. Additionally, there 
will be an installation by the Heritage Racing 
Group showing vintage video of historic 
Bridgehampton races and drivers, plus book 
signings, auto-themed literary readings, live 
music and more. 

“Artist Ralph Stein did numerous covers for 
Bridgehampton races. The Museum has taken 
his work from 1949 to 1953 and reproduced 
them as small posters, which will be available 
for purchase at the event, to support the work 
of the Museum. | think that people will really 
love them,” adds Greene. Greene knows what 
people like.

Meet Rally Emcee Bob Marlow and Tomm Scalera of CarShowSafari.com 


his year’s Bridgehampton Road Rally and 

brand new Tour d’Hamptons features 

some special guests on October 1, 
including the esteemed Master of Ceremonies, 
racing announcer and journalist Robert Marlow, 
and his colleague and friend of 20 years, Tomm 
Scalera, the founder of carshowsafari.com. 

Together, the two men bring decades of 
car knowledge and experience to an event 
already brimming with auto racing history, 
beautiful vintage cars and a long list of activities 
celebrating more than a century of motorsports 
in Bridgehampton. 

As emcee of the Road Rally and Tour 
d’Hamptons, Marlow will announce each car as 
it sets off for one of these two drives around the 
Hamptons. He will also announce the awards 
and take part in various other talks and events 
throughout the day. 

“I started my racing career on Long 
Island,” Marlow says, explaining that 
he announced his first auto races 
at Freeport Municipal Stadium, 
which closed in 1983 and was 
eventually torn down in 1989. 
But his love of racing and 
cars began much earlier. 

Originally from Northern 
New Jersey, the now 64-year- 
old Marlow fell in love with 
the sport after his father, a 
vintage car collector, built 
the Pine Brook Stadium 
racetrack in 1962. He started as 
a newspaper vendor in the stands, 
then a scorekeeper, announcer and,

finally, writer, which he says is the 
best job out there. “I get to go 
[to races] for free, I get the best 
seat in the house, and I get 
paid to do it,” he laughs. 

Marlow was a 
correspondent for the weekly 
National Speed Sport News 
in 1973 and was a regular 
contributor through 2010. 
“My primary beat was regional 
short-track racing, but through 
the years I was able to cover 
everything up to the Indy 500 and 
Formula 1, and events from coast-to- 
coast,” he explains. 

Marlow is quite comfortable with a 
microphone in his hand. He became a 
speedway public address announcer in 1974 

and has since been on the mic at more than 

60 tracks—from the indoor arena at 
Atlantic City’s Boardwalk Hall to 
the road course at Watkins Glen 
International, and everything in 
between. With his announcer 
cred well in hand, Marlow 
says he’s emceed more racing 
award dinners, auto shows 
and similar events than he 
can count. 

Today. much of fis 
efforts go into working with 
Scalera on carshowsafari. 

com—it’s a website covering 
all auto events around 
country, which regularly publishes

Scalera, who. describes 
Marlow as a smart and 
lively announcer with an 
“encyclopedic knowledge” 
of racing, shares the story 
of how his website was 

born after he drove _ his 
1962 Thunderbird convertible 
to an out-of-state car show. Upon 
arriving he found himself in an empty 
field with a handful of other car enthusiasts 

who, like him, were wondering why the show 
was cancelled despite perfect weather. He 
checked his smartphone for any indication of 
the cancellation or alternative events to attend, 
but he found nothing. Later, after returning 
home, he learned that another car show 
had occurred on the same day, not far 
from where he’d just been. As a result, 
Scalera tasked himself with creating a website 
that lists every car event with real-time 
updates to help all enthusiasts make informed 


choices and avoid the disappointment 
he experienced. 
A great deal has gone into making 


carshowsafari.com what it is today, but Scalera 
says this is just the beginning, adding, “We 
have a lot of concepts we want to build into the 
site as it grows.” He plans to share what he’s 
accomplished and what he sees for the future, 
at the Bridgehampton Road Rally on Saturday.

to muscle the car around...a lot of people put 
wheels off the track. It’s just so easy to get it 
wrong,” Elmore adds. “The track has massive 
elevation changes and off-camber areas where 
the car does not want to stick.” 

Despite the difficulty, Elmore called 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit “fun stuff,” which 
is why, with all that’s available, they continue 
to run the track in their historic racing series. 

Elmore says historic racing sims are his 
favorite because the cars require less setup and 
tuning, but someone could just as easily drive 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit in today’s most 
advanced race cars that weren’t available when 
it was Open. 

Many true sim racing devotees have 
thousands of dollars invested in recreating a 
car’s “cockpit,” complete with actual racing 
seat, shifters, pedals and multiple screens 
for a full windshield view—some even have 
signal light systems in place. And soon, Elmore 


says, all serious simulation racers will be using 
Oculus Rift virtual reality headsets, which will 
add even more immersion. 

Sim racing has become so true to life 
that many drivers have brought their skills from 
the virtual world to actual, real-life racetracks— 
and they’ve done well, though the game can 
never account for the fear, danger and G-force 
of real driving. 

In fact, most NASCAR drivers now practice 
using the iRacing sim before racing a real 
track, Elmore explains, noting that all the 
big racetracks have been digitally scanned 
centimeter by centimeter for this reason. 

But it doesn’t have to be so serious. Simulated 
racing has something for everyone, and the 
costs to start driving are minimal. A basic wheel 
can be had for about $100, and a number of 
programs, such as GT Legends, are available 
for as little as $5. “Just get started, that’s really 
all you need,” Elmore says. “Find what you’re

Fishing for Striped Bass in Montauk

ou know what they say: Give a man a fish and 

he’ll eat for a day, but teach a man to fish and 
he'll never want to do anything else. The crisp days, 
cooler nights, seasonal ocean currents and bait 
patterns make fall an ideal time for fishing: Whether 
you're a beginner or an expert angler, the shores of 
Montauk are a fantastic place to try surfcasting. 

Surfcasting refers to any fishing done from the 
shore (beaches or jetties), and almost exclusively 
in bodies of salt water. Michael Coppola is a board 
member of the Montauk Surfmasters, a fishing 
association that sponsors an annual striped bass 
invitation-only tournament. Says Coppola, “Our Fall 
Classic is a 10-week striped bass tournament. It’s 
always been known as one of the most exclusive 
tournaments for the savviest fishermen.” 

From September through the end of October, 
anglers in the Waders, Wetsuit, Women’s and Kids & 
Youth divisions use their skills to catch the largest 
striped bass in the waters surrounding Montauk. 
Even if you don’t participate in the tournament, 
there’s lots of fun and excitement to be had fishing 
in Montauk. If you’re just starting out, Coppola 
recommends a visit to Paulie’s Tackle on South 
Edgemere Street in Montauk. “They’re really helpful 
with people who are just learning the’sport.” 

Once you're set up with a pair of waders and a 
10- or 11-foot rod—an 11-foot Lamiglas rod with a 
Van Staal reel is the preferred equipment of Montauk 
Surfmasters—you can head over to the north side 


of the Montauk Lighthouse, which is a great place 
for beginning surfcasters. On the south side of the 
lighthouse, Turtle Cove has a sandy beach area 


perfect for angling. “Ditch Plains is another good’ 


place for beginners,” says Coppola. But, Coppola 
warns, “Never go on rocks without wearing Korkers.” 
Korkers are rubber spiked soles that are affixed 
to the bottom of boots. They provide grip on the 
slippery surfaces of the rocks. 

Surfcasting isn’t just for adults. Coppola says, “The 
youngest kids we see out fishing are usually six or 
seven years old.” For children, a 9-foot rod is best. 
Montauk Surfmasters holds clinics for youth where 
they can learn about fishing safety, tying knots, the 
basics of casting and how to handle and properly 
release fish. Adults are welcome at the clinic, too. 
The next clinic will be held in the first or second 
week of October. (Check montauksurfmasters.com 
for more details.) “It’s also about teaching kids 
good sportsmanship. We have a Catch-and-Release 
division in the tournament, which is a photo contest.” 

It’s not just about the rod and reel—lures are 
equally as important. Darters are usually two to three 
ounces, cylindrical with a flat, sloping head. Common 
colors are yellow, white and black. Darters are built 
to move below the surface of the water in distinct 
zigzagging patterns, which attract striped bass. On 
the other hand, bucktails are what you might think of 
as a more traditional fish hook with varying amounts 
of deer (hence the name) or synthetic hair attached 
to them. Their movements mimic more slender 
bait fish. Finally, you’ve got poppers that you work

across the surface of the water with jerks of the rod. 
This creates a gush of water that attracts predator 
fish from below. 

Besides striped bass, this time of year is great 
for bluefish. In recent years, bluefish upwards of 
15 pounds have been within casting distance from 
most of the local beaches on the East End. False 
albacore occasionally make an appearance. Whatever 
you catch, make sure you have a good set of pliers 
on hand for unhooking the fish safely and humanely. 

“Montauk is a great place to learn how to 
surfcast,” says Coppola. “There’s a lot of different 
types of fishing.” 

So what are you waiting for? Get your rod and get 
out there! ga ;

Josée Feliciano Plays Patchogue Theatre Oct.1

ost revered for his 1970 classic, “Feliz 

Navidad,” José Feliciano was first brought to 
wide acclaim through his 1968 cover of The Doors’ 
“Light My Fire.” Feliciano has written and performed 
numerous songs that cross the genres of Latin, 
Rock, Country and Pop. The Grammy Award winner 
was one of the first to sing his own version of “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” which, in 1968, met with 
controversy. It is now viewed as one of the most 
heartfelt and passionate renditions. Feliciano spoke 
of his great adoration for America, his career and 
songwriting inspiration, and why he feels blessed 
to have so much music in his heart to share with 
his audience.

Where do you find inspiration? 

It could come from many things—from feeling 
good, or sometimes, maybe, feeling depressed. You 
never know where a song is going to come from. 
There are times when [ll write a whole barrage of 
songs, and sometimes | can’t write anything. 

I always feel that | still have a lot of music inside 
of me to share. | just turned 71, and I don’t feel old. 
I feel great. There’s a lot of music left in me, and I’m 
not about to stop playing. 


What do you strive for when covering songs? 

I try to make it original. If I can’t do a song any 
better than what is, then I don’t do it. A good song 
is one that either makes you happy, or makes you 
cry, or that moves your insides—that’s a good song. 
I play the electric guitar as well as the acoustic. | 
love playing the electric because I like rock ’n’ roll. 
I started on acoustic, and there’s no one out there 
right now who can play the nylon acoustic, so, to me, 
in that regard, that’s where I’m king. 


How did it feel to perform “The Star Spangled 
Banner” at the fifth game of the 1968 World Series 
to mixed reactions? 

Well, when I did it, the only thing I had in my mind 
was getting people to pay attention to “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” because a lot of times at a baseball 
game they couldn’t wait till the singer finished doing 
his rendition, so they could get on to the game, and 
that bothered me. This is our country, so | sang it 
in my own way, a soulful version. A lot of people 
in 1968 didn’t feel the way | did, and my records 
were stopped from being played on the radio. For 


about three or four years | suffered a lot, but now, of 
course, everybody sings it their own way, and so I’m 
happy that it’s happened that way. I feel very blessed 
that I’ve had a good career, and I thank God for that.

Southampton’s Symphony of Spices: Saaz

& aaz is the Hindi word for “symphony,” it’s like 

a pleased sigh and an “ahh” put together—the 
sound one makes at the conclusion of a glorious meal. 

It’s officially Happy Hour at Saaz in Southampton 
from 4 to 6 p.m. Sunday through Thursday. But I’m 
yet to spend an unhappy hour—or minute—in this 
hall of Indian gastronomy! 

From owner Samir Mohan’s friendly greeting to 
the service to the atmosphere to the drinks, it’s the 
whole package. Oh, and the food. For years, I got my 
Indian food fix whenever my husband, a modern 
classical composer, had a performance of 
his work in the city or at Stony Brook 
University, with the. occasional, : 
desperate side trip to the Chutney 
Company in Amagansett for 
a dose of dosa. Now Indian 
specialties and—the-dream- 
come-to-life—a daily Indian 
lunch buffet (available for 
takeout!) are practically a 
stone’s throw from the Dan’s 
Papers’ Southampton offices. 
I was terrified that Indian food 
this close to my desk would 
mean that I’d need a new, wider 
desk chair—and soon. Samir 
explained that Indian cuisine is all 
about health, that all ingredients are 
used for a healthful reason. So I threw my

scale away and try to sit up really straight when I eat 
Indian food like a yogi—to aid digestion. 

Saaz is related to the popular Curry Club 
in East Setauket in that the Curry Club was 
founded by Samir’s father and future father- 
in-law. You get the picture. Samir and his 
beautiful wife Sonia met there and, as 
Sonia allows Samir to tell it, they've been 
happily married for 17 years now. 

What more could one need from a local 
Indian restaurant? Local wine? Check— 
Channing Daughters and W6lffer. Cocktails? 

Check. I quite like the Indian Sunrise. 
Trust me, the pineapple balances 
the jalapeno and, yes, you do 
want the salt along the rim 
of this pretty vodka drink.

Southern AND 
northern dishes? You bet. 
Though the owners grew up 
in New Delhi, they are both 
fans of southern specialties.

I try to limit 
my bread intake 
when I. dine 
out—but thin, 
spicy papadum 
doesn’t count 
at all. It’s just 
too light and 
crispy to really 
be “bread.” Trust 
me, Saaz’s naan is 
good. Too good, I 
ee " ‘remember it fondly. 
Whe ia nat I especially like 
to start with a Samosa 
Chaat. A large, slightly crushed 
vegetable samosa filled with gently spiced 
potatoes and peas atop chickpeas with added goo 


-in the form of coriander and tamarind chutney. 


I first had this dish on vacation in Montreal at 
insiders’ favorite Indian-Pakistani restaurant, Sana. 
So I’ve measured all Samosa Chaats against that 
first one. Saaz’s version offers up a buoyant spice 
mix. I could happily make a meal of a couple of 
these babies, but there are way too many 
delights on the menu for me to realize that 
kind of “focus.” Encircled with fresh tomato slices, 
this Samosa Chaat is far more attractive to the eye

than that seminal Montreal Samosa Chaat. 

Our server Rohit, whom we’ve been introduced 
to as “Mini-Me” by Samir, recently suggested we try 
the Onion Bhaji. Be sure to eat this while it’s still hot 
from the fryer and you will enjoy the best onion ring- 
type dish ever. 

If you’re afraid of spicy, don’t fear korma. This 
mellow curry was long considered royal food because 
it’s so rich with cream. Its other ingredients include 
onion, ginger, garlic, cashew paste and a touch of 
cardamom. You can order this sauce blanketing your 
choice of chicken, fish, goat, beef, lamb, shrimp, tofu 
or vegetables. My favorite is the tofu because this 
combo is “double-mellow” and so plays nicely with 
everything else on the menu. If you want spicy-hot 
food, Saaz has that too. Try a Vindalu Curry, also 
available over all of the above choices of protein.
